When its success began to sub- 
side, “The Magic Touch” was sprung 
on the public. This, too, was an in- 
stantaneous smash. Their superb ren- 
dition of “The Great Pretender’ firmly 
established this unique group of four 
lads and a gal as a mainstay of the 
vocal world. 


-Everyone has been singing the 
praises of the Platters — and for good 
reason.
